A PRESSING NEED 



There are three areas of supreme importance in administering a 
well ordered institution. I make no attempt to give them in the order 
of their importance. They are good food attractively served, comfort- 
able lodgings, and an adequate curriculum. The financial problems 
are inherent in all these. Certainly adequate finance is necessary to 
secure efficient teachers ; and efficient teachers are the heart of the 
curriculum. At Gardner-Webb it is thought necessary to put special 
emphasis upon curriculum. It must be adequate, transferrable, and 
the quality of the work unquestioned. 

Our greatest problem for the foreseeable future is in this area. In- 
evitable expansion in enrollment is upon us. At present we can take 

care of the students we have for one 
year of basic chemistry and also of 
biology. There is no possibility of ex- 
panding the curriculum in any of the 
sciences with present facilities. 

This italicises the importance of 

constructing soon the science wing of 
the proposed new building to replace 
the Huggins-Curtis, destroyed by fire. 
This building will cost from $250,000 
to $300,000 to construct and equip. 
When finished it will provide for ex- 
panded sciences, mechanical drawing, 
home economics, psychology, mathe- 
matics, secretarial science, and busi- 
ness administration. With this build- 
ing I can envision fifteen years of 
successful operation, taking care of 
the training of 600 students per year, 
without further construction. 

Dr. Elliott At present we have approximately 


$75,000 toward the construction of this building. Every gift large or 
small will be one step nearer its completion. By all means contracts 
should be let in the summer of 1959 at the latest.

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Funds Still Sought 
For Lighting Field 

An effort begun last summer to 
secure funds for lighting the ath- 
letic field has been making steady 
— but slow — progress. 

To date over $2,500 has been re- 
ceived in cash and pledges. Total 
cost of the project will be $10,000, 
so considerably more is needed. 

The drive for funds is being 
spearheaded by the Boiling Springs 
Fire Department, under direction 
of Chief Robert Hamrick ’42. Vice- 

President W. Lawson Allen repre- 
sents the college in coordinating 
the effort. 

Originally the firemen had set 
October 25 as the date for com- 
pleting the job in order to play the 
Homecoming game on a lighted 
field at Gardner-Webb. They volun- 
tarily postponed their effort, how- 
ever, to avoid conflicting with ef- 
forts to equip the new wing on the 
college clinic. With the clinic now 
completed they are resuming the 
drive for lights. 


Interested alumni are invited 

and urged to have a part in con- 
tributing for a lighted field, so that 

next season's football games can be 
played “at home" where the stu- 
dent body can more conveniently 
attend.

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Book of Memory Draws 
Increased Interest 

Gardner - W ebb College receives 
more consistent and widespread 
gifts through use of the Book of 
Memory than perhaps any other 
source. 



Begun by 0. Max Gardner, Jr., 
some 10 years ago, the custom 
grew slowly at first, but in recent 
years hundreds of alumni and 
friends have used this method of 
memoralizing loved ones. 

Usually at the time of a person’s 
death, but often later, friends send 
contributions to the college for a 
memorial instead of flowers. Some 
choose to establish the memorial in 
addition to flowers. The memorial 
gifts are ordinarily for $5 to $15, 
but gifts ranging from five cents to 
$1,000 have been received. 

The family of the person mem- 
orialized is sent a letter from the 
president stating the date and 
donor of the memorial, and in the 
Book of Memory is recorded the 


name of the person memorialized, 
the donor, and amount of the gift. 
All receipts are added to the col- 
lege endowment fund for perman- 
ent investment, with income used 
for current support. 

A recent development has been 
memorial gifts on the anniversary 
of a loved one’s death or on other 
anniversaries and special dates 
such as Christmas, Mother’s Day, 
etc.

Enrollment Hovers 
Around 500 Mark 

Enrollment for the current school 
year continues to hover around the 
500 mark, which represents capa- 
city with present facilities. 

The proposed science and class- 
room building would permit ade- 
quate space for all present students 
with room for moderate growth. 
Minor alterations in the auditorium 
and cafeteria could also afford 
space for additional students. 

The students this year represent 
48 counties in North Carolina, plus 
10 other states. As in other years 
Cleveland County ranks first, 
claiming 167 of the present stu- 
dents. Again Rutherford is second 
with 88 and Gaston comes third 
with 51. 

The students list 95 professional 
and vocational choices. The top 10 
goals, given in order of preference, 
are teaching, ministry, business, 
engineering, secretarial, religious 
education, music, nursing, law, and 
missions. 

A study is in progress to deter- 
mine how many of the students 
were preceded at Gardner-Webb by 
other members of their immediate 
family. Already a large number 
have been included in this group.
